Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out.and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , the term "the gap being used for detecting temperature of the object" 
recited in lines 11-12, is indefinite because it is unclear. How cans "the gap" detecting 
the temperature of the object? Clarification is required. 

NOTE : For purpose of examination, it is presumed that "the gap being used for 
mounting a detecting temperature device to detect the temperature of the object" 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sakagami (6,882,807). Sakagami discloses a fixing device comprising a holder (409); 
and a coil (403) for inductively heating the object (401), the coil (403) being composed 
of a plurality of turns of conductor forming a layer which is supported by the holder (409) 
and is positioned along the object (401), wherein a gap (G, figure below) is formed 
between conductor sections of the coil (403) through which electric currents respectively 
flow in the same direction, the gap (G) being used for mounting a temperature detecting 
device.(408).
